Tinpes may sucessd by
fighting the menof his own party ns well
as his political opponents—his friends ns
well ns his enemies. Ho 18 a man whoso
strength it would bo very easy to underesti-
miute; but Innsmuch as the Sage of Gram-
ercy Park has now bocome a country gon-
tleman, wo will toll him a litle anecdoto of
what oconrred under our own observation,
A groon hand on the farm yoked a pair of
oxen, onn heading gach way, They did not
work as well as usual.

A Bacon on the Rampage.

The Bacox family of minlsters are celo-
beated for undertaking to settle the mornl
and rellglous afalrs of other people. They
are of the sort of men whosatand so atralght
that they lean back, and If they had their
way thoy would rule Conunccticut, where
thoy live and preach, as the Puritan par-
sons ruled their parishes of old, putting
wicked men who wouldn't go to church
In the stocks, hanging witehes, and driving
out Quakers and Baptists, All this the
storn old prenchers did for men's good, to
save the souls of the many by persecuting
the fow. Thoey knew the only road to salva-
tlon, they were assured, nnd they were de-
tormined to make people follow where they
lad, even I, In order to keep the procession
in line, they must Insh some and Hiog the
turbulent inte perdition.

It 1s this anclent Paritanieal spirit, of
whose manifestations in New England in
the seventeenth century we have 8o abune
dant records, that is now animating the Rov,
Leoxann Wornsey Bacox of the Connectiout
town of Norwleh, In his struggle agaiost
Sunday excursions, But the population of
Connneticut hns groatly chnoged within
two centuries, It has not only vastly in-
creased, but it has nlso got far beyond tho
ocontrol of ministers like the Rov. Mr. Bacoxs.
There 18 a great wvariely of religious
oplnlon and religious practice In the Nut-
meg State, now elements of population have
boen introduced, aud men are there, ns clse-
where, thinking more Independently than
they were permitted to do In the davs of
Parson Horgins, A good many of thom
deny that the Rev, Mr, Bacox and Lis cler-
feal assoclates of tho Congregational de-
nomination hold the keys of hoaven anid
hell, and they may have rellgtous guides of
thelr own whom they trust more lmplicltly,
and they moy think that they can regulate
thelr faith and conduct without the Rev,
Leosann Worsey Bacos's help.

But, though the advance of time and the
broadening of men's viows alnes the days
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not a littie Inclined toward obstinacy, and
n&doat as posts to ordinary partisan appoals
through the preas and from the platform.

The 20,000 men to whom we have referred
(and we are sure the number is not too
Inrge) sometinies stay at home on election
day, and then at other times they vote with
tho Doemoerats, if they like thelr platform
anid their candidates, while perhaps tho
viry next year they vote with the Republi-
cans for sindlar rensons. They are often
Impelled this way or that way by o desire
to strike o blow for some cardinal principle
in a great emergency.

The men who wear collars think this clnes
of voters are poor pollticlaus. Possilly they
are when estimated from n mere partiean,
east-iron collar point of view. But never-
theleas they frequently declde electlons In
Now York. Their uumbers are lnrger than
the usunl majoritles which have been ob-
talned by the Domocrats or the Ropublicans
within the last twenty years.

Thie mass of indopendent, non-partizan
voters ks so widely diffused that it Is hardly
pereeptible at any elngle spot,  Dut as the
aggrogate, moved by o common impulse on
election day, swings over to the ono side or
the othar, it determines the confliet,

vole ln November ?

Al! that Is n question which may perhaps
be answored with reasonable certaluty after
the Saratoga and Syracuse Conventlons
have adjourned,

Pillage Must Cease.

It has been sald that since the neeesslon of
tho Democratieo party to power In both
Houses of Congress the lobby has disaps
ponrad. This fact speaks louder thisn plnt-
forms or spoechos. The people know that it
means smaller appropriations and lightor
taxes. ‘The ruthless applieation of the knife
to exccutive estimates, aud the large reduc-
tion of expenditures made by the lower
House in the Forty-fourth Congress, had
much to do with the election of TiLpeN and
Hexpnicks In 1876, This, with the sconam-
feal adminlstration of Gov, TILDES In New
York and his war upon the rings, undoubt-
edly produesd the great majority against
Haves nnd WaerLen which was given, and
wai falelfiod in the Interest of further cor-
ruption and extravagunce,

Mr, Brarse, Mr, SHusMAN, the third terni-
ers, and the Fraudulent Adminlstration may
make specchor, and more speochios, aud do
what thoey will to turn the pubille mind off
upon other guostions, but the real lssue s
this of honest and econonileal governnent.
Tho people are deterimlnmd to stop the plis-
derlng and the squandering, to rdlues thely
taxos, and pay for nothing but the support
of thelr Governmaents, They know Lhat ox-
travaganes is tho parent of every othier evi,
and thut a people who permit the carnings
of Industry to be taken nnd enjoyed by thele
mlers, elther with or without the forms of
law, are mere slaves. The politieal history
of thi last fow years shows that this grout
truth hing loavenod the whols publie mind
The veal sliugglo now [« for emanclpation
from corrupt camblontions, rings, aud cors
porations, which, o ways too numerous Lo
mention, prey upon the people and cat out
thelr substinon,

Thoe campalgn In Pennsylvanin  shows
porhape more clonely than any other the
fact that the popular upovehension is fully
allve v theso insnes, There reform Bl
o bo hopusless,  Inthe Stte i 1 U ehier
eltivs, Kiges of palitieal opimluglé, wrowling
wisitily riel feom Pt plumiter, eonteallod
avarything, and ihele dospotic rule was
seireely questioned,  Fhn  Proasury LTS
embezzlod millions, with but o fosho PP
lar protost, which the lealors of buth phr-

changing both their religious opinlons and
religious methods, they are like thelr pre-
dicéessors in thele conviction that it Is thelr
bounden duty to see that other people do as
they think they ought to do. The Rev,
Luosanp W. Bacoy exhibits the hereditary
family trait In his pres¢nt war upon the
Sunday excursions, He doosn't Hke them,
Ho thinks they desecrate the “ okl Now
England Sabbath;" that thoy are wicked
In themselves and fraught with rulnous
consequences, Therefore be ks determined
to put a stop to Sunday excurelons, if he
can,

It ecems that for many yoars it has been
customary for a large steamer to sall from
Norwich with a load of people to Martha's
Vineyard, to spend Sunday at tho camp
meoting there, That Is a great place of re-
sort during the season; and not the desire
for rollglous Instruction, but the groed for
nuvelty and the hope of baving a good timo
of course draw a lnrge part the excursion-
Ists thither. Because Martha's Vinoyard,
transformed Into a beautiful camp, and full
of attractive sighta and oceupations, was
mado o really inviting watering place, it be-
e¢atie colebrated, and on those accounts,
quite as much cortalnly as on aecount of
its religlous sorvioes, it has proved so suc-
cossful and been & model for other entor-
prises of the sort, Into which commereial
speculation as woll as religlous propagand-
lsm erometimes ontered lavgely, It lsa
plensant way of spending the summer, so
the inhabitants of the eottages think, and
erowds of people follow them to satisty thely
curlosity amd get o day in the country or by
the geaslile. Nobody can find any fault with
this, Individunlsof like rellglous views have
a right to club togother for their summer
recrention, and they muy gain both physi-
cully and otherwise by so camplug. But
they eannot decelve themselves into think-
ing that thelr sole object s a religious one,
They leave the oltles, which are groaning
under a burden of viee, tomptation, destitu-
tlon, nnd sickness, to disport themselves by
the sea, with the chance of pleking up eon-
verts among those who can afford to follow
them, turning their backs on the multitude
left at home to swelter amid the allurements
of theclty, Perhaps they are not differont
from the mass of men, lncluding very many
prenchers who shut up their churches ne
Boon AR Lhe wenther gets sultry and go off
to the White Mountalns or to SBaratogn. Dut
their sole atm I8 not the salvation of men, it
Is easy cnough to see, They waot to have o
good time themeselves,

With these samp mesting excursions from
Norwleh the Rev. Leoxarp W. Bacox finds
no fault. What ho objects to ure the Sun-
diny excursions to Watelh Hill and Block
Islandd, which have substantinlly the same
object In wlew, and x Sunday uight boat for
the accommuodation of people who wish tn
gt w New York on Mouday morning.
Evorybiody elso lots the travellers and plons.
ure asokers, who disturbesd nobody's pesice
in Norwleh, goclde for themselves without
interferenco the mannor i which they
should  puass theler Sundays.  Those who
thought it wrong to go on the stenmets
stayod at homo, as they should have dones
while thugo who had no such seruples, and
hind the money to pay for the telp, went
upon It 1f they were so minded. But the
Reve Mr. Bacox could not eontaln Winmself
for horvor nt such a profanation of the Puri-
tan KBabibath, lowdly bewalling * the dopart-
tng glory of New England —her stern moral-
e Thos was all well enough, foolish ns
It was. I he thought the exeursionists were
nopoeriitlong thele souls, why shouldu't he
toll thom o, und why shouldn't he exhort
them to do differontly ¥ If 0 man thinks
there s a clinoce of plucking s braud from

o

the burning, he ought to strotech out his
hand to eateh It

But the Rev. Mr, Bacon was not content
to preach. Hae tried to foree the excurslon-
Ists to stay at home by gotting them fined
under an obsoleto Connecticut law of 1702,
making the engngement In any sport or
rocroation betwoon sunrise and sunset on
Sunday punishable by a fino of not less than
ono doliar nor more than four dollars. The
level-headed Qity Attorney, however, re-
fused Lo baok him, '* beeause, In his opinion,
pelther the socular nor the rellgious Intor-
eats of the community could be promoted
by coorcive measures.” The Hov, Mr, Bacox,
therafore, I8 groaning over the degenerncy
of the times and sighing for the days of the
stocks and the stern enforcement of blue
Inws.

We fear It Ia useless to expeot that theso
Bacoxs will ever got over tho fden that it is
thelr business to intorfore with the theology
and manners of other peaple.

A Difference.

Wao obaarve a prevalling dlsposition to
lump togother the conduct of Mr, D Youxa
and the conduct of Mr. KAaunocH, aud to
indulge Ina genoral denunciation of both
these parties, as if both weroe equally to
blame.

Weo dissent entlroly from this view.
